inferior in result. Most keenly w.ll such a girl feel any 
shortcomings in her own knowledge or powers of teaching 
most eager will she be to do justice to her pupils, and she will 
regret the inability of her parents to send her to college, not 
because of the golden days she might spend there, not 
because of the happy life with its comradeships, its pleasures 
and its delightful sense of youthfulness, but for the sense of 
deficency in herself, for the knowledge that she is not giving 
out what she has in her to give, for the feeling that her work 
lacks method, wants power, needs arrangement. Experience 
may help her, and she can and does improve, but it is at the 
cost of pain to herself and loss to her pupils in the meanwhile. 
How she would welcome a little help ! how eager she is to 
enquire ! how anxious to learn ! But from her salary of £70 
or ^"30 a year she has little to spare for going abroad, or for 
classes or lectures during the holidays or in the term. 
Perhaps, too, she has to help her home, or if she has no 
home, the long holidays bring many expenses, and so there 
seems little chance of saving for the future when that invalu- 
able asset of youth will be gone. 

\\ hat other means of selection can be chosen if examina- 
tions are tabooed is hard to say. Whether candidates should 
be expected to show that they have already been successful 
with children to some extent, or whether a system of voting 
W ? ldd ^ ie ^P> or whether both examinations and personal 
references could he considered, are questions on which your 
opinion is asked, and it is to be hoped that you will give it.
